Edison's electric light was made the batt 
ot ridicule by tbe American Gas-Light 
Association members who met here this 
week, and the great invention was sought 
out to-day to see what he bad to say for 
himself. “Are you positive,” I Inquired, 
" that you have found a light that will Uke 
tbe place of gas, and be much cheaper to 
corsumera ?’* 
44 There can be no doubt about it,” be re­ 
plied. 
44 Is it an electric light ?” I asked. 
'* It is,” he answered, 44 electricity and 
nothldg else.” 
He Mid that an electric light was no new 
discovery,and he only claimed that he had 
found out how to utilize IL His first ex­ 
periments were made long ago. Ile speut 
a month trying to discover a light that 
would Uke tbe place of gas, but with little 
success, aod finally gave it up. 
After his 
removal to Menlo Park he made bis own 
gas, and tbe trouble with the electric light 
was. it could not be subdivided. ** I worked 
bard on it, however,” he 
said,44 aud 
then I discovered the necessary 
se­ 
cret, so simple that a bootblack could 
undersUod it.” JC suddenly came to me, the 
same as the secret of the speaking phono­ 
graph. It was real, and no phantom. I 
was as sure that It would work as I was 
that the phonograph would work. I made 
my first machine. It was a success. Since 
then I have made nearly a dozen machines, 
each different, and the last ones improve­ 
ments upon those first made. The aubdt-l 
vision ut the light is all right. The only 
thing to be accurately determined is its 
economy. I am already /ronitiM that it will 
he chanter than gas, but I have not deter­ 
mined how mach cheaper. To determine 
us economy I am now putting up a brick 
building bick of my laboratory here. I 
have already ordered two cigbty-horse 
power engines tor this building, with which 
10 make the electricity. 
We ase no bat­ 
teries. 
We simply turn the power ol steam 
into electricity, aod the greater steam pow­ 
er we obtain the more electricity we get. 
I have already told you that electric lights 
have had marked intermity and a low quantity I 
I am turniug it tbe other way—reducing r 
the intensity and increasing the quantity 
of light is far as possible. It requires 
a 
good 
deal 
of 
experimenting 
to ascertain how tar this cm be done. You 
alter the nature of the electric light when 
this is doue. I have already done it to a 
certain extent, and I don't think that it 
was ever before attempted on tbe line on 
which I am at work.” 
On b^iog questioned concerning the 
articles of incorporation of the 
Edison 
Electric Light Company, Mr. Edison said 
ihat they proposed to light the city, public 
building*, and private residences with 
electric lights. The electricity would be 
make by twenty or more engines, station­ 
ed iu d iffcregt paris of the city. 
44We 
could lay the wires right through the gas- 
pipcs, and bring them into houses. 
All 
that will be necessary will be to remove 
the gas-buruers, and substitute electnc- 
bnrnera. Tile light eau be regulated by a 
screw, the same aa gas. You may have a 
bright light or not, as you please, nod you 
can abut it off at any time. No match is 
oeeded to light it. You torn a cock the elec­ 
tric connection is made, titsjrldtinum burner 
calcites a proper degree of heat, and there is 
your light. 
There is neither blazs nor 
dime, and there is no singing nor nicker­ 
ing. I don’t pretend that it will give a 
much better light than gas, but It will be 
whiter aod steadier than any koown light. 
I do know now that it will be cheaper 
than gas. It will give no fumes nor smoke. 
No carbonic acid ga9 will be thrown off by 
combustion. It will be a great thing for 
compositors, engravers, and all I tweed to 
work during hot summer nights, tor it wil« 
throw out scarcely any heat. Shades may 
be used, tbe tame aa shades upon gas lights 
but there will be no real necessity for them. 
Tne wind can't blow it out. There eau be 
no gas explosions, aod no one will be suffo­ 
cated, because the electricity is turned on, 
tor it cannot ha turned on without lighting 
the burner.

The Order OI the Legion of Honor was 
Instituted by Napoleon Bonaparte in 1802, 
aa a set off to the old orders which were 
bestowed by the French kmg9 on the no­ 
bility, and may be said to have, tor a time 
at least, created a new nobility. (Jonh-r­ 
ed at first only on soldiers who bad distin­ 
guished themselves on the field of battle, or 
on men who had gained distinction in lit­ 
erature, art or politics, it soou began to be 
abused, an J wa9 made a powerful engine 
of political corruption. On this account 
it to some extent lost its character, aud be­ 
eline the butt tor ridicule on tho part ut 
men ot spiffed and Independence of all 
•hades ot political opinion. It was abol­ 
ished more Uym once, and has been fre­ 
quently amended, b u t'ii has been found 
impossible to permanently do away with it, 
such ii the anxiety of Frenchmen to wear 
badges of distinction.

D. Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor, the eminent in­ 
ventor of the Quadrupiex Telegraphy, of 
the Carbon Telephone, the Phonograph, 
the Tnsimeter and Electric Light appara­ 
tus, now in progress, was born at Milan, 
Erie county, Ohio, May ll, 1347.

gan file as a newsboy on a train, atter 
winch be learned the art of telegraphing 
In this occupation be soon manifested ex­ 
traordinary aptitude, 
becoming alter a 
brief time one of the most expert opera­ 
tors 
In 
the 
country. 
His 
great 
genius 
at 
first 
developed 
.itself 
in a ^Southern city, where he was employ­ 
ed as p res operator, and r insisted In an 
ingenious contrivance by which he suc­ 
ceeded in making the dispatches come fast 
or slow as the fancy seized him. 
His in­ 
genuity, however, was not appreciated and 
ne was dir etc a by b's superiors to ctase 
meddling with the wires. Soon afterward 
he went to Boston as an operator, and in 
the odd boun snatched from bls daily woik 
he planned and plotted la a little room 
which he hired, and into which he had 
collided a lathe, a few broken relays, three 
or lour pounds ol wire, a dozen cells of but­ 
tery, and numerous odds aud ends of mech* 
Milam. 
His first success was the invention 
of a printing telegraph, but his labors were 
regarded by his fellow telegraphers with 
derisive*laughter, but notwithstanding he 
followed soon after with other equally val* 
nable electrical invention. 
Every selen­ 
id e book which he could borrow or buy 
was eagerly read by him, and, indifferent 
lo sobers and ridicule, he continued his 
work of study aud invention. 
From Bol­ 
ton he removed to Newark, New Jersey, 
where he opened a modest telegraph in­ 
strument manufactory. 
Here his real ca­ 
reer as an inventor began, invention after 
invention came from his brain. Afterward 
he moved t i Menlo Park and erected a 
large laboratory, in which he cow carries 
on his work of invention and discovery.
